Japs Ordered 
To Register 
With Police 


R.C.M.P. headquarters here 
Friday issued instructions to all 
Japanese residents. Supt. J. 1 
Bird, chief of the Criminal In- 
vestigation branch of the R. C. 
M. P. in Alberta, has announc- 
ed the following regulations that 
have become operative since the 
outbreak of hostilities with 
Japan: 

“It is necessary that all persons 
of the Japanese race who are aliens 
| in this country or who have become 
| naturalized British subjects since 
the first of September, 1922, other 
than native born citizens of the 
U.S.A, residing in Canada, to re- 
port to the nearest R.C.M.P. de- 
tachment for registration under the 
Defence of Canada Regulations. 

“All aliens of the Japanese race, 
other than native born citizens of 
the US.A., and all persons of the 
Japanese race other than native 
born citizens of the United States, 
who have become naturalized Brit- 
ish subjects since the first day of 
Sept, 1922, and who are over the 
age of 16 years are required by vir- 
ture of the provisions of the De-| 
fence of Canada Regulations, to re-| 
port for registration at the office of | 
the registrar of alien enemies, ac- 
companied where necessary, by an 
interpreter. Each Japanese will 
take with him or her the registra- 
tion card issued recently for exam- 
ination by the registrar of alien en- 
emies. Those who have been reg- 
istered under the recent require- 
ments but have not received their 
registration card will attend also. 
Your registrar of alien enemies is 
the nearest R.C.M.P. detachment”

But they have, and 
always have had, readiness to get into 
uniform when there was actual fight- 
ing in sight.

Details of application may differ, 
but the same rule must go for Canada. | 
Japan is nearly as close to British Col- 
umbia as it is to Australia, and if the 
main Axis objective is to cripple the 
United States our western coast is the 
logical approach. 

Canada’s national job is to smash 
the Axis, and to that end the conven- 
ience, the pleasure, the occupation of 
every Canadian are of secondary im- 
portance. The ranks of our fighting 
forces must be extended and kept full, 
and civilians will have to readjust their 
wants and habits and ambitions in 
whatever ways are necessary to put 
the nation solidly behind those forces. 

We shall have to do without things 
we would like to have, to give up plans 
for expensive excursions and amuse- 
ments, to cut down on our normal 
Standard of living, devote ourselves to 
work that counts, and our means to 
paying the costs of breaking down the 
engineery of destruction that has been 
planned against us.

They | 
have therefore launched war against | 
the “arsenal” itself, Japan leading off 
with the attacks of last Sunday. United 
States naval and air forces, ports and 
industrial plants are the objectives 
against which the operations will be 
particularly directed. | 

Hitler — and Mussolini — did not 
want war with the United States—at 
present. The Fuehrer has done all he 
could to avoid it—until he could dis- | 
pose of Britain and Russia. But that 
has not been found to be practicable. 
Russia and Britain could not be dis- 
posed of while they were being supplied | 
with tools from the republic. Hence 
all the strength the Axis can muster 
for the’ purpose is to be directed to | 
paralyse the production and shipment 
of these supplies. 

All-out war against the United |

¢ LONDON.—How is our food in Britain 
now that we have entered the third win- 
ter of the war? (Incidentally, this is not 
a ‘question that can be adequately an- 
swered by American visitors who only 
stay a few weeks and do their eating at 
the Savoy and the Ritz.) Probably the 
best answer is that we have enough food 
to maintain our health and strength, but

“The Scarlet Letter” 


My wife, who really ought to be writ- 
ing this article, declares the shortage of 
good cooking fats has taken much of the 
pleasure out of eating. Rich cakes and 
pastries, of course, almost have disappear- 
ed, so that unné€cessary but splendid “aft- 
ernoon tea” (against which our doctors 
often warned us) is not at all what it was 
in peacetime. It is difficult, too, to fry 
things properly, which means a whole host 
of quick, tasty dishes have vanished. 

In one respect most Americans would 
suffer less than we do. That is in the 
matter of breakfast, a meal that most of 
my American friends seem to trifle with 
rather than enjoy. The English breakfast 
used to be a solid meal, with bacon and 
eggs and kidney sausages followed by 
plenty of bitter marmalade on buttered 
toast. Unhappily, nearly all these things 
are scarce now, with the result that break- 
fast, especially in hotels, is the poorest of 
all our meals. Perhaps at the end of this 
war we will join the far more numerous 
light-breakfast peoples. 

Dining car service on our trains was 
cut down some time ago and now it is to 
disappear entirely. But we never had the 
excellent food you have on your trains, 
and most of us are quite reconciled to the 
idea of eating a few sandwiches, though 
we will miss having nothing to drink with 


them. 
Dining Out 


One good thing is coming out of this 
food rationing and that is that the British 
people are learning to dine out, a pleasant, 
civilized practice that was never popular 
with the mass of folks here. There is now 
a great deal of communal eating, not only 
in the works canteens where food is usu- 
ally reasonably good and very cheap, but 
also in communal feeding centres, gener- 
ally called British restaurants though 
sometimes having fancy namés, that can 
now be found throughout the country. 
Here, too, the food is generally good en- 
ough and of about the same quality as 
that in your cheaper cafeterias, though 
there is less variety. 

I would like to think too, that sheer 
necessity is teaching many of our house- 
wives, especially the younger ones, to take 
a serious interest in their kitchens, to mix 
brains in their cooking. If the war does 
that and also makes us enjoy eating out 
communally, then in spite of the monotony 
of short rations we shall be better off at 
the end of the war than we were at the 
beginning. 

Meanwhile, the vast operations of our 
very energetic Food Ministry, backed by 
the gallantry of our merchant marine 
service, has enabled us to snap our fingers 
at Hitler’s boasts about starving us. 

I announce with mixed pride and re- 
gret that once more I am beginning to 
put on weight. 


Hitler's Plans 


Nor is jt likely that Hitler is most con- 
cerned with seeing Moscow weakened so 
that he can take if. this winter. 

What he does want, however, is to 
have Russian defences so weakened that 
he can hold a static line with a minimum 
skeleton force while he withdraws troops 
and equipment for operations elsewhere 

It stands to reason that the Germans 
would not have bitten off the job of wag- 
ing war with the United States so blithely 
unless they had fairly comprehensive 
plans for chewing the bite. In short, we 
may be sure that Hitler has definite plans 
for implementing his declaration against 
America without loss of time. 

This, of course, would involve some 
means of safely withdrawing his forces 
from the Russian fight. 

A Japanese declaration against Russia 
would be one method of accomplishing 
this purpose. 

It is significant that the reports of the 
past two days have told of great Russian 
air successes. Does this mean that the 
Germans have already withdrawn large 
numbers of their planes for assaults on 
the British Isles and on America? 


Ironies 


One of the ironies of the situation. is 
the fate of Guam, 

Guam was virtually undefended and 
it was undéfended because the American 
Congress had been loathe to “provoke” 
Japan by building defences there. 

It was felt by some Americans that 
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the United States could not afford to of- 
fend the Japanese by indicating that they 
did not trust them! 

There is another ironic implication in 
the fact that when Japan suggested to 
the United States that the latter should 
halt aid to China as the price of Japan- 
ese friendship, there were some American 
critics of the administration who Serious- 
ly urged this course on Mr. Roosevelt. 
"As events stand now, China is going 
to be one of democracy’s most valuable 
allies in the Far Bast. 

It must be remembered that although 
the Japanese hold Canton and some of the 
southern Chinese ports, their occupation 
south of the Yangtze is so sketchy that 
several airports are in the hands of the 
Chinese. These will be invaluable to 
American flyers. 

Moreover, the Chinese army is the only 
effective pool of abundant manpower on 
the allied side in the entire area. 

This army lacks heavy equipment and 
air protection. It has shown a marvelous 
capacity for pillow defense but has lacked 
striking power. 

Allied firmly with the United States 
and Britain through its declarations of 
war on Germany, Italy and Japan, China 
will yet prove a tremendous asset in the 
Pacific. Efficiently armed and _ trained 
Chinese troops will yet be an important 
factor in the war. 

With Germany squaring off for new 
blows against Britain and assaults on this 
continent, we are going to need all the 
assistance we can get. 


Kitchener’s Proudest Moment 


FROM FIELD MARSHAL LORD BIRD- 
WOOD’S AUTOBIOGRAPHY 

A few days after taking up my ap- 
pointment, I was dining with Lady Rob- 
erts, and Kitchener, too, was a guest. In 
the course of conversation Lady Roberts 
happened to mention my wife, whom she 
had known in India. Kitchener jumped 
out of his chair with a shout: “What! His 
wife? That fellow married? Good Lord!” 

Lady Roberts at once bridled up. “Yes, 
Lord Kitchener—married; and let me tell 
you, like all good officers, very much the 
better for being so!” 

Lord Kitchener thereupon collapsed, 
murmuring, “Oh, I’m glad you think so.” 

Yet Iam bound to say that, far from 
ever resenting my marriage, he became 
in after years the best of friends to my 
wife and family. He insisted on providing 
my son with his first uniform when he 
joined the service 17 years later, and 
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when our second girl was born he stood 
godfather to her. 

So far from being a stern and unsym- 
pathetic man of the kind repellent te 
children, I well remember how, when our 
son was a small boy of about five, we were 
at a garden party at Viceregal Lodge in 
Simla, when suddenly there was a large 
crash. This frightened Chris, who at once 
ran up to Lord Kitchener, seizing his hand 
and standing close to him for protection 
—a gesture which evidently pleased him 
enormously at the time. 

A year or two later, when asked by his 
cousin, Edith Monins, what had been the 
proudest moment of his life, he replied, 
not with one of the expected references 
to his campaigns or career, but with the 
remark: “I think when little Chris ran 
across and put his hand in mine with such 
complete confidence.” I mention the in- 
cident because it reveals a side of the 
Chief's character that was little known to 
the general public. 


For Central Cooking Depots 


FROM THE LEEDS YORKSHIRE POST 

Plans are going ahead in the West 
Riding County area for the establishment 
of a number of large emergency cooking 
depots, each capable of providing 3,000 
meals during a normal two-hour opera- 
tional period. These are an addition to 
the community feeding arrangements in 
the area. 

In the report of the West Riding Coun- 
cil Emergency Committee it is stated that 
the Government have decided to set up 
these emergency cooking depots in the 
neighborhood of ports and the larger in- 
dustrial centres on a much larger scale 
than that hitherto associated with British 
restaurants, to mé@et situations that might 
be caused by movements of the popula- 
tion from cities and towns which might 
suffer severely from heavy and continued 
attack from the air, or from some other 
form of attack, 


They are also intended to provide 


cooking facilities and supply meals on a 
large scale for persons whose private 
cooking arrangements have been put out 
of action. 

Certain parts of the West Riding 
County area have been scheduled as suit- 
able for these depots, and the necessary 
cooking appliances are to be provided by 
the Ministry of Food. It is expected that, 
with the exception of the first day or so 
following a heavy air attack, the meals 
will be provided at a charge, so as to 
avoid any financial] loss. 

It is contemplated that in the first in- 
stance 15 depots should be established in 
the area, and, following # survey of prem- 
ises, seven have been acquired so far. 

As far as possible, the depots will be 
used to serve local needs, in addition to 
their primary function, by such means as 
supplying cooked food to neighborhood 
British restaurants. 

The voluntary staffs will be recruited 
through the W.V.S. and other associations. 


Jerry Enjoys A Little Drink 


FROM THE LONDON LISTENER 

When the Germans invaded Belgium, 
an English boy living in Brussels was 
among those made to go and work for 
them in a big service depot for German 
cars and lorries. He escaped eight months 
ago and recently told of his experiences. 

“Most of our jobs were cars coming 
from Germany to the coast, which had 
broken down. There were a lot of very 
big lorries, long-distance vans, towing two 
or three wagons which belonged to the 
German railways. They carried troops, 
ammunition, drums of petrol’ and there 
were special on€s carrying airplanes. They 
used to send flat barges on them, too. 
When I left Belgium, conditions in the 
factory were not too bad; the Germans 
were still trying to persuade the Belgians 
that it is a good thing to be under Ger- 
man rule,” he said. 

“We used to start at seven in the morn- 
ing and finish at six o'clock, with half an 
hour for dinner. The foremen were all 
Germans, and several of the older ones 
used to say how they wished to be back 
again with their families in Germany. 

“Our greatest trial was the cold, and 
when we could bear it no longer, we said 
that we couldn’t work unless they put fire- 
places in. They did put some in then, 
but not nearly enough. Perhaps they 
thought we could have kept warm if 
we'd worked harder. We all could have 
done five times as much work if we'd 
wanted to, The foreman would give you 
a job, and we'd just set about it as if it 
didn’t matter whether it took three days 
or three weeks. 

“One of the times the Germans got 
really angry was when it was discovered 
that five bottles of cognac had been stolen 
from a car, The Gestapo came and we 
were all lined up and questioned. One 
man was suspected and they searched his 
house. They didn’t find any cognac, but 
they did find some coke which he had 
stolen from the factory. We never heard 
of that man again; he disappeared. 

“There's not much you can do against 
a strong enemy in control of your coun- 
try, but there are a lot of things in which 
you can make yourself a nuisance in little 
ways. We were always searching round 
in the vans, and pinched anything we 
could ley ovr hands on. Even if it was 
only a handful of ammunition, we used 
to think, “Well, that’s five rounds less for 
the Germans.” 

“Once we emptied some bottles of 
white wine and filled them up with acid 
we used for the butteries, corked them 
up carefully, and put them back in the 
car where we'd found them. I've often 
wondered how Jerry enjoyed that little 
drink.”
